Two  quarter  staters  of  kEisu'  have  recently  appeared  on  the  London  market.  As  he  is  only 
known  to  us  through  his  coins  we  do  not  know  his  full  name.  He  was  a  chieftain  or  prince 
who  ruled  the  Dobunni  a  few  years  before  the  Roman  invasion  under  Claudius  in  AD  43.  His 
capital  and  mint  were  probably  at  Bagendon  near  Cirencester  in  Gloucestershire.  It  was  said 
that  these  quarter  staters  had  been  found  in  a  garden  in  Cirencester.  Prior  to  their  appearance 
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only  one  inscribed  quarter-stater  was  known  in  the  whole  Dobunnic  series,  a  coin  of  Corio 
found  about  75  years  ago  on  Brcdon  Hill  in  Worcestershire,  and  now  in  the  British  Museum. 

The  two  quarter-staters  of  Eisu  show  no  signs  of  wear.  They  weigh  1.20  and  1.25  grammes 
and  the  specific  gravity  of  the  heavier  one  is  1  1.8  which  compares  well  with  the  average  of 
about  1  1.6  for  gold  staters  of  the  Dobunni. 

The  reverse  die  was  larger  than  the  flan.  One  coin  carries  the  head  of  the  horse  while  the 
other  is  headless  but  shows  in  full  the  triple  tail.  The  reverses  were  struck  from  the  same  die 
but  the  obverses  are  from  different  dies.  This  is  most  clearly  seen  in  the  shape  of  the  S  in 
EISV. 

A  branched  emblem  appears  on  the  obverse  of  all  the  inscribed  staters  of  the  Dobunni 
except  those  of  Bodvoc,  probably  the  last  ruler  of  the  tribe.  On  the  quarter-staters  of  both 
Corio  and  Eisu  and  the  staters  of  Bodvoc  the  emblem  is  replaced  by  the  inscription.  The 
reverse  of  the  quarter-stater  of  Corio  differs  considerably  from  that  of  his  staters  but  Eisu's 
quarter-staters  differ  much  less,  although  there  are  only  four  spokes  in  the  wheel  instead  of 
six. 

The  two  quarter-staters  of  Eisu  are  now  in  the  National  Museum  of  Wales  (Fig.  1 )  and  the 
City  of  Birmingham  Museum  and  Art  Gallery  (Fig.  2)  respectively.  The  collection  in  Cardiff 
contains  specimens  of  almost  all  the  gold  coins  of  the  Dobunni  and  a  good  selection  of  silver. 
There  are  nine  Dobunnic  coins  in  Birmingham. 

The  appearance  of  these  quarter-staters  strengthens  the  opinion  that  quarter-staters  of 
Bodvoc  and  perhaps  other  Dobunnic  princes  must  have  existed  and  encourages  the  hope  that 
specimens  will  eventually  be  found. 


THE  ‘OWLS’  OF  ATHENS 

Amongst  the  commonest  of  the  silver  coins  in  the  Greek  world,  before  the  advent  of  the 
tetradrachms  of  Alexander  the  Great,  were  the  ‘owls',  as  the  distinctive  coins  of  Athens  were 
colloquially  known.  Athens  had  within  her  territory  the  rich  silver  mines  of  Laurium  in  the 
southern  Peloponnese.  The  Athenians  and  their  wealth  are  often  referred  to  in  the  literature  of 
the  fifth  century  B.C.  Aristophanes,  in  his  comedy  Birds,  says,  ‘owls  from  Laurium  will  never 
desert  you,  but  will  nest  about  you,  lay  their  eggs  in  your  purses,  and  hatch  out  little  silver 
coins'.  Although  there  was  a  full  range  of  silver  coins,  from  the  rarely  struck  large 
dekadrachm  down  to  the  tiny  hemiobol,  the  tetradrachm  (equivalent  to  24  obols)  was  the 
most  popular  denomination. 

Somehow  the  basic  types,  the  obverse  with  the  fine  head  of  Athena,  patron  goddess  of 
Athens,  with  (after  the  defeat  of  the  Persians  in  479)  the  addition  of  a  wreath  of  olive  leaves  to 
her  helmet,  and  the  reverse  with  its  charming  owl,  found  favour  far  beyond  the  boundaries  of 
the  Athenian  state.  A  decree  of  about  446  B.C.  suggested  an  ambitious  project  whereby  the 
allies  of  Athens  should  only  use  her  coins,  weights  and  measures.  It  failed  and,  once  more. 
Aristophanes  in  his  Birds,  was  quick  to  make  a  mockery  of  it  and  Athens'  pretentions. 

Vast  numbers  of  Athenian  tetradrachms  were  carried  great  distances,  not  so  much  as  coins 
but  as  bullion.  In  a  number  of  areas  without  coins  the  government  took  the  Athenian  designs 
to  be  the  required  types  for  coins  to  be  acceptable,  and  copied  them.  In  Egypt,  a  unique  gold 
stater  of  the  pharaoh  Tacho  (XXXth  Dynasty,  362-360  B.C.)  is  a  quite  passable  copy  in 
design  and  weight  but  instead  of  the  inscription  A0E  on  the  reverse  it  has  TAD  and  a  tall 
papyrus  stem  beside  the  owl  (now  in  the  British  Museum).  A  silver  tetradrachm  (known  only 
in  two  specimens,  British  Museum  and  Copenhagen  cabinets),  has  an  inscription  on  the 
reverse  in  demotic  (a  shorthand  development  of  ancient  Egyptian  hieroglyphs),  for 
Artaxerxes  III  (343-338  B.C.)  one  of  Egypt's  shortlived  Persian  overlords.  Again,  the 
'Athenian'  types  are  quite  well  copied,  as  are  those  copies  inscribed  in  Aramaic  known  for  the 
Persian  satraps  in  Egypt,  Mazaeus  and  Sabaces,  just  before  Alexander  the  Great's  conquest 
of  the  country  in  332  B.C.  The  further  away  from  Athens  and  the  Mediterranean  the  copies 
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were  made,  the  curiouser  they  became.  Amongst  the  funniest,  in  a  cartoon  sense,  are  those  of 
Southern  Arabia  with  a  distinctly  bedraggled  owl  on  the  reverse. 

It  is  a  strange  fact  that  many  of  the  extant  Athenian  tetradrachms  come  not  from  Greece 
but  from  hoards  found  in  Egypt.  In  ancient  Egypt  silver  was  always  at  a  high  premium,  much 
more  valuable  than  gold  which  was  readily  available  from  gold  mines  in  the  country  or  as 
tribute  from  Nubia.  Some  huge  hoards  of  archaic  and  fifth  century  Greek  coins  have  been 
found,  mainly  in  the  Delta  at  sites  such  as  Demanhur  and  Benha  el  Asr  and,  more  recently 
and  uniquely  in  Middle  Egypt,  at  Asyut.  Numismatically  these  hoards  are  of  immense 
importance  in  the  dating  and  proposed  sequence  of  the  early  issues.  A  particular  feature  of 
Greek  coins  from  Egyptian  hoards  are  the  chisel  cuts  or  test  marks,  often  several,  which  are 
found  on  the  coins.  These  were  tests  of  the  metal  to  ensure  that  the  piece  was  good  and  not 
plated.  (The  plated,  emergency  issue  coins  are  very  rare  and  much  sought  after  nowadays.) 
The  coins  changed  hands  as  weights  of  silver  bullion,  not  as  coins.  It  was  not  until  the  later 
fourth  century  B.C.  that  coinage  as  such  appears  in  Egypt  properly. 

Why,  perhaps  you  ask,  should  a  coin  such  as  an  Athenian  tetradrachm  if  it  is  a  relatively 
common  coin  of  antiquity  command  what  might  be  termed  high  prices.  They  range  from 
around  £125  for  an  acceptable  piece  to  about  £250  for  VF,  and  upwards  for  correspondingly 
better  specimens.  They  are,  after  all,  highly  collectable  -  the  history  and  beautifully  balanced 
design  of  the  Athenian  tetradrachm  is  always  sought  after.  As  the  nineteenth  century  French 
numismatist,  Francois  Lenormant,  so  cogently  remarked,  ‘Greek  coins  are  like  so  many  frag¬ 
ments  taken  from  the  Parthenon  frieze'  -  how  many  of  us  for  a  couple  of  hundred  pounds,  or 
less,  could  ever  hope  to  possess  even  a  recognisable  fragment  of  marble  from  that  magnificent 
structure?  At  least  with  a  classic  tetradrachm  of  the  fifth  century  B.C.  in  the  palm  of  one's 
hand  you  can  be  holding  and  own  a  coin  that  not  only  represents  the  best  in  design  of  the 
period,  it  could  have  actually  been  used  to  pay  one  of  the  craftsmen  who  worked  on  the 
Parthenon.  P.A.C.

A  barrister  answers  the  question  -  When  do  coins  become  treasure  trove?

At  a  time  when  many  beliefs  and  attitudes  are  subjected  to  challenge  and  change,  it  is  com¬ 
forting  to  come  across  something  that  has  been  questioned  and  found  still  to  be  sound.  Such  a 
thing  is  the  meaning  of  treasure  trove,  a  subject  which  assumes  greater  importance  as  the 
number  of  metal  detectors  in  use  continues  to  grow. 

An  authoritative  17th  Century  statement  was  that  treasure  trove  “is  when  any  gold  or 
silver,  in  coin,  plate  or  bullyon  hath  been  of  an  ancient  time  hidden,  wheresoever  it  be  found, 
whereof  no  person  can  prove  any  property". 

In  a  recent  case  in  the  High  Court  the  judge  considered  the  “gold  or  silver"  part  of  this 
definition.  Some  Roman  coins  had  been  found  in  a  field  and  those  analysed  had  a  silver 
content  ranging  from  0.2  per  cent,  to  18  per  cent.  After  a  careful  review  of  the  legal  position, 
the  judge  affirmed  that  treasure  trove  remains  confined  to  articles  of  gold  or  silver.  In  relation 
to  particular  articles,  he  said  that  it  is  a  question  of  fact  as  to  whether  they  can  properly  be 
said  to  be  silver  or  gold  -  there  is  no  hard  and  fast  rule  or  fixed  percentages  as  to  precious 
metal  content. 

Although  some  of  the  Roman  coins  showed  visible  traces  of  silver,  the  judge  was  satisfied, 
in  the  light  of  the  evidence,  that  they  were  not  silver  coins.  It  followed  that  they  were  not 
treasure  trove  and  that  they  belonged  to  the  owners  of  the  field  in  which  they  were  found.

A  broken  2,000-year-old  gold  Celtic  coin  has  been  matched  up  again  by  a  million  to  one 
chance.  Lincolnshire  County  Council's  museums  department  acquired  two-thirds  of  the  first 
century  coin  from  a  dealer.  The  dealer  later  obtained  the  missing  one  third  from  another 
customer. 

British  Museum  experts  have  now  stuck  the  two  pieces  together  making  a  complete  coin. 
It  is  the  only  one  in  the  Lincolnshire  museum  collection  which  has  the  name  of  the  tribal 
ruler  inscribed  on  it  -  in  this  case  Vep  Corf.

Ferdinand  V,  as  the  husband  of  Isabella,  Queen  of  Castile,  played  a  great  part  in  Europe.  He 
was  prominent  in  establishing  royal  authority  in  all  parts  of  Spain,  in  expelling  the  Moors 
from  Granada,  in  the  conquest  of  Navarre  and  in  contending  with  France  for  supremacy  in 
Italy.  He  was  purely  a  politician  and  his  marriage  to  his  cousin  Isabella  was  dictated  by  his 
desire  to  unite  his  own  claims  to  the  crown  of  Spain  with  hers,  in  case  Henry  IV  should  die 
childless.  Isabella  was  a  woman  of  great  ability  and  strong  character  and  their  views  on 
government  were  identical,  both  caring  for  nothing  but  political  power  and  the  extensions  of 
their  dominions.  The  coin  on  our  front  cover  (PG24)  is  a  rare  denomination  and  unusual  with 
its  facing  busts.
